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The S.T.O.P. Violence Against Women Act Formula Grant 
Program supports law enforcement and prosecution strate-
gies to combat violent crimes against women and to develop 
and enhance victim services in cases involving violent 
crimes against women.  Law enforcement agencies receive 
25 percent of the grant funds, prosecution receives 25 per-
cent, courts receive five percent, non-profit victims service 
organizations receive 30 percent and 15 percent can be 
used for discretionary purposes.  The U.S. Department of 
Justice, Office on Violence Against Women provides funding 
for this grant.   
 
In FY 2005, 23 grant projects received $1,462,783.  During 
the grant period, VAWA-funded grant projects provided ser-
vices to more than 24,605 domestic violence, sexual assault 
and stalking victims and trained more than 3,197 individuals.
